viour *s dcfiga in it-: That you^ would thereQ^re obferve. 
what fort of Peopkhe had jo c^ wit|^ and whatt was the 
occafion of this Converfati^ft -between him. and them : 
what was the fundamental Caiifeof their Pre jucjices a- 
gainft him ; and ^ith what. Arguments ^and Applicati* 
ons he laboured to remove thoi© rrejudicesJ. ^ j . 

For you will then find^ that they wer^ Men whofe Beffy 
was their Gody and ivho minded earthly things \ that they fol- 
lowed Chrifi for the Loaves ; ^tl^t he dilappointed their 
Hopes; that they were angry'atat, /and altered their opi- 
nion of him upon it ; tliat their eartlily-min^edneft was 
t\\Q Reafbn why they now liked him not, but let thenW 
iclves to cavil at all his Sayings ; that to take them off 
from the CaresandPleafiires of this prefent Life, he laid 
"before them better and greater Things,, the. Means an'd 
Hopes of Everlafting Life r "Finally, that ^e calls the 
Means and 6aufes of bettering. our.'JVJinds, and bringing 
us to Everlafting Life, Meat and Drink ; and our believ-r 
ing and obeying his Doctrine,., eating and drinking. And 
then, if I am not deceived, you will eafily acknowledg, 
that; in particular, he calls the B?iief pf liis Death and 
Paflion for the Sins of the World, arid the faving Fruit^ 
of that Faith, ir4tf/>f^A«r Flefii ^nd drinking his. Blood) Arid 
Aat there is no niore reafbn td imagine that his Fle£h 
ihould be eaten, and his Blood drank, in the proper and 
^corporeal fenfe, ;than that he fl^\i\d imike himfelf "Bread 
to be eaten by ^us, as we ufq toWBraad : But that there 
is good realon jioundejrftandthrou^iput, by that eating 
. and drinking which he required, foiritual Anions only, 
which the whole ftrain of his Dilcoi^fe ihews, that fe 
oppofed to that corporeal; feeding which tliey were fb irv- 
. orainately follicitous for. 

. I muft for the lame Reafon defire you to mind thofe

So iilkewilfe V.^. afid ^. 40. This, I &y, is fit to be mind- 
ed. ffcJr when not only the occafiota he had to ufe thefe 
T^«1nst)f ^4*/^^ and rfriwb^, <[ which was their FoUow* ' 
IngMmfortheffBeflies) 4&ws tJicfe Terms to be aH«- 
five ; but ( as if that were not enough ) he likewife ad- 
ded, now and dien, die {)laiti and ptoper meaning of t\i<s& 
Allufions ; it muft, 1 think, be a wilful miftake in him 
that attends to Ais, to interpret thofe Expreffions as iiF 
they were not aSufive. 

Not is this all ; for jrou may pleafe to confider al(b,that 
when our Saviour fotftid feme of his Dilciples to under- 
hand him as the Carnal ^Fwj did, bethought fit, for more 
alkindant fatisfaftiOn, to explain his meaning once for all> 
K 62, 63. as you wilifind t>y the cnfiiing ^araphrafe and 

fjotits. 

As for our Saviour's repeatifigthofe Expreffibns at which 
Ae Jtws had already taken offence; jm mayconfider, 
that V. 51. headded, thatexprcffion of drinktHg his Blood, 
tothkt of eatiJtg it* ¥iefb ; which was a mofe plain inti- 
tiiation of that violent Death which he was to (uflfer for 
us, than that former paying, of gpving hfs Flejb for the Life 
vf the World. Andfo, tho he kept ftill to the Allufion, 
yet he reprefented what kind of Death he was to fuffer, 
more fully dmn he had done before* But pei^haps you 

are 
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are at a Icrfs why he continued to fpekk alkfl vely at ali, 
when he fbimd mat he was Gy grofly mifufiderftood. Atd 
then I anfwer^ as I have tkme in the Notes upon th^ 
place^ that I am not obliged to fey precifcly wl^t<Nir 
Savrbar^s reafbn was for that. But, Mndes what you wiU • 
find there, it may be feid, that G)metimes it well becomes 
a Man of Wifaom and Authority, when he fkids his 
words perverted by cavilling People, to repeat them agaiik 
and thereby to fpeak his own Affurance, that they dici 
not flrop unadvifedly from him, and that ^tis not his own^ 
but his Hearers Fault, thatheismifunderftood. And this 
is the more reafbnable to be fiid in the prelent cafe, if the 
yttps mlfally perverted our Saviour's wwds to that abfurd 
lenfe of eating his Flelh with their Teeth, as 'tis proba- 
bly they did ; and that becaufe his Expreflions were plain*' 
ly aliunve, and becaufe alfb the AUuiion was now and 
tnen explained, as I fhewed before. What inconvenience 
is it therefore to fuppofe that our Lord p^ceiving that his 
Divine Ditcourfes and Exhortations, had but hardned 
them in a Spirit of Contradi^Hon, did not think hin^Cblf 
bound to ufe prefently the utmofl plainnefs of words for 
the fake of Men, to whom he 1^ Ipoken plainly enot^ 
already, if any good were to be done upon them. But for 
ferther latisfaoion in this Matter, I refer you once more 
Ito the Parsphrafe and Notesy which 4re already finifhed,. 
and where ibme little hght is given to thofe Paf]&ges 
"which may fcem obfcure; enough, I hope, to lead you 
x>irt of all dan^ of fiifpefting thofe words of our Savi- 
our, K. 51, &c. to enforce that the Spbilance of his Flefh 
tnuft be eaten by us, either m or ^iv^ of the Sacrament. 

It feems; I told you, that thef© Paffages were not to be 
underflrood of the Sacrament ; I fhould have added, that 
becauSb thtey fignify thofe things which are figniiied in the 
Sacrament, that they may be very aptly applied to tbeSa-^ 

cramentj^ 
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crament, efpecially in Exhortations to Devotion ; jia^, . 
ajad that there are fome cafes in which a JM(a.n njay- argue 
from the one to the other, and fbme Quprtions to which 
l>oth theone and the other give equal light : which may 
very well.be, and yet it w^ill by no means follow, that 
thefe words are primarily to be underftood of the Encha^ 
rifi. And this Opinion I cannot deliver up, merely be- 
caufe you liave heard that the Church always held tlie 
contrary. No Man, I believe, has a greater regard to the 
conftant and univerfal Tradition of the Church tha» my 
felf. But . then I do not think my felf bound to beheve 
that the Church has always held this or that, becaufe this 
and that Man tells me fo. For if a Man can fpeak, and 
has a Caufe to ferve, ^tis as eafy to fay, Thtis fmh the 
Churchy as to fay, Thus J ait h the Scripture. I remember 
indeed, that our Count ry-man, Nichalas Sanders tells us, 
Tliat (c) to deny thefe rvards to he underfiood of the Eucha- 
rifty is contrary to the Infiru^ion and Aisthority of all Anti-- 
qmtj. And Maldonate ikySj That (d) all the Ancient Fa- 
thers acknojpiedg it. And others fay the fame tiling ; and 
it feems you have heard it.. Now t;hi3 is but a cuftom of 
fpealjing, which fbme Men have gotten : For I am well 
-aiTured diat all tlie ;Fathei:s were not of theii- mind. 

Clemens Alexandrinus (e) fuppofes tliefe Expre{fions,to 
fat the flefb of Chrifiy 'and to drink his Bloody to be as fi- 
gurative as that of St. Pi^ly to feed with Milk ; and telj[s 
•us, upon this occ^fion, that the word is varioufly allegori- 
zedy being called Meaty and Flejb, and Nourijhmenty and

things for our enjoiment who believe in Him. Now I am 
periuaded you will not fay that this Father, interpreted 
the words under debate of the Eucharifi. 

TertuSiany to Ihew that thefe words, the Fle/b profiteth 
nothing; do not make againfl the Refurreffion of the Fleflf^ 
faith, (f) That wc are to be directed to the fenfe of what is 
faid by the fuhjell Matter of it. For becauje they thought 
his faying hard and intoUerable^ as if he intended his Fleflj 
fbould be truly eaten by them) he to /hew that the Caufe ofLfe 
and Salvation was ffiritual^ fr emi fed this ^ That the Spirit 
quickneth ; and then added^ The Flefh profiteth nothing*^ 
that isy in reJpeSi of quitkning. And then he fhews what he 
means by the Spirit. The words that I fpea^k unto you^ 
they are Spirit, and they are Life. As he had faid alfo 
beforey He that heareth my words, and believeth in him 
that -fent rne, • hath 'EternalLife, and fhall not come 
into Condefnnation, but hath pafTed from Death to Life. 
Therefore making. hit Word to be the quickningFrincifle ; 
Jince his Wdr d is Spirit and Li fty he caBed his fVord al/o his 
own Flejb \ for the Word wasaljo made Flefb 4 and therefore

And 
afterwards he aifirms> that our Lord all along wr^ed his in« 
tent by an Mege^y. So that TertuUian was j(o far fi*om 
thinking thefe raaag^ to refer to the Eueharifi, that I 
am in fbme doubt whether he underftood diem with any. 
Ipeciai reference to the Death of Chrijf. 

Origen alio interprets Flelb ahd Blood in like manner : 
For, lays he, (g) By the FUJb and the Blood of huWORD^ 
as with pure idcat and Drink^ he refrejbcth aH M^kind. 
And t elfewhere he (peaketli to the fame purpofe. 

St. Jthanaftne Ukewi& ieems to me to be of the fame 
Opinion, who fpeaking of the literal fenfe in which the 
Jews underiiooa our ^viour, hath thele words, (i) For 
how couid his BodfffitSife for fo many to eat ofy that it jbould 
beconte Nourijbment for the whole World? ^ //^^ &yshe, 
for this reafon that he mentioned the Son of Mat^s af sending 
into Htofven^ that he m^he draw them off from the Corporeal 
Action. Which Teftoony, as it jnanifeftly fhewed his 
Judgment to be, that our Saviour did Jiot r^uire the pro- 
per eating of his Natural Body ; fb it contains a very pro- 
bable Argument, that he did not underftand tliofe words 
of eating his Sacramental Body. For if he had fb under- 
ilood them, it had been very accountable that the Body of 
C/r//, i. e. his Sacramental Body, was fufficient for die

hourilhment of the whole World., And by reoittldtig al( 
Carforeal Notions of eating and drinking, he* feemed to 
eftablifh only \ SpiritMl Notion. 

But St. Hierom is plain and full to this purpofe, beyond 
ail oontradi£bion, as I am perfiiaded. For thiis he fpeaks^ 
(k) When Jcfiis faithy He that cateth not my Flelh, and 
drinketh not my Bloody alihoM^h it nutj^beutUerfiood in d 
MyHery^ ( i. e. as I think, of the Euchdrifi) yet the truer 
fenfe isy that the Body of Chrifiy dnd his Blood j is the 
Word of the Scrip wresy is Divine Dolfrine.'^— And there- 
fore he continues not long after in this manner ; If when 
fpe hear the Word of God i the Word of God, and the FUJb 
of Chrifiy and his Blood is poured into our Ears, and $pe 
think of fomething elfe, into how great a danger do we run ? 
Afterwards comparing it to Manna, which was laid to 
give that Tafte td evenr Man which he liked beft. So, 
ftithhe, in the Flefbof Chriji ; which is the Word of Do- 
'Urine, thus is, the Interpretation of the Holy Scriptures ; 
as we would haive it, fo we receive Food. If thou art holy^ 
here thou fndefi Comfort. St. Hterom " could not have 
been more expreis, if he had been to maintain this Inters 
pr^ation againft an Adverfary. 

Nor does the Paraphrafe of Eufebins come much behind - 
St. Hierons% Interpretation. For he makes our Saviour's

Now I define not to make \s& of thefe words than diey 
imply. But yet I veiaSt fay, that St. Cyfi^imt feems, in 
thefe and in t»e forcing words, which are to the iinie 
porpofe, to interpret that ^eitdy whiek he that eateth cf^ 
fbail ^ve for ever ', and the flefh and the W^d of Chr^^ 
not only of the Emhmift^ but of all the j\ifeans of Grace 
diat are afforded to his Members in the CommKnkmof 
his Body; wherec^, as he had reafon, he thoi^it theEtf- 
^uJi^r^ to be the principal, to which no exccnHnunicated 
Perion had right. Not to fay that the Emharip might be 
hove particutarfy mentioned, becaufe thofe vi^(Mt)$, Exeeft 
7» Mf, 3f c have a more dear alhifion to the Emhdrifiy 
■ than to any other Means. Nor am I alone in this Int«:-* 
pfetatiooof St.C//r«/»i t For thus faith \^wdr/w, The 
Exfliutio» of tkie flMce is take» frtm Tertullian, Cap. 6: 
tleOrat. T^terefore by dejiririg dsily Breads we frof for k 
ferfetuat eomiiUMme iit Qhrifiy and to remain undivided 
fromhii Body. Thus alio Rigattim upon the place ; The 
rtmds of God the E other, which Chrijt in tbeVUfb brought 
f{^ our Salvation) are here to be underflood. Therefore all

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that timt in whifb Chrift Ihed amongH » in the Bodyy fUa 
Predchwgy his Qoffel^ is the Body and Flejb <f Chrijt. It 
is the Crofs of Chrift, 'tis the Blood of Chrijt. Wtth this 
Meat snd Drink we Chrifiians are nourijbed to Eternal Life. 
By which 'tis manifeft^ that Rigaltius did not underftand 
St. Cyfrian in that manner, as to abate at all of his Judg* 
ment, that the ^piritiial fenfe of eating and drinking, is . 
to be underftood throughout in the 6th of St. John. 

(n) St. Bafil is another who applies thefe words to the 
Sacrament ; not where b& undertakes to give their pro- 
per meaning, but in \iis moral Colle8:ions, under the 
Head of receiving the Eucharifi ; which I do not fee but 
he might do, ana yet believe that the Spiritual Seofe of 
eating and drinking Chrijt y was dire6Uy intended. For^ 
as I have already told you, the Eucharijl reprelents the 
Death of Chri^j and our Spiritual feeing thereupon ; 
and theie words in St. John ugnify what the Eucharifi re- 
jprei^nts. No wonder therefore tf Chrifiian Writers, in 
ipeaking of the Eusharifiy produce theje words, which 
teive ib near an affinity with it. And this I think they 
may do pertinently enough, without flij^fing that 
thefe Paf&L^es in St. John fignify the Eucharifiy becaufe 
they figni^ fbmc of the fame things which the Ennhof^ 
rifi figmfies. 

St. Mgm&in indeed brin^ forth that faying, ExsePt ye 
eat the Fle/pf &s. in his Difputations againft the Pelagic 
ans^ fuppofing there, as it fhould feem, that it was a di- 
red ami proper Command to receive the Eucharifi, under 
the penalty of damnation : And I remember^ that in one 
place he urges it for the necefGty of Communicating In-^ 
fants. Tim is fb notorioufly known^ that I fhall not 

turn' 
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turn to the places; and though I will not be pofitive, yet 
I diink he is not clear for this Senfe, in any other caufe, 
but that wherein he was engaged ^ainft the Pflagioi^s. 
But there is this very great Prejudice againft hii Autho- 
rity in this Matter, that elfewhere, viz. out of the heat 
of that Q)ntroverfy,he gives clearly another fcnle of thefe 
Words, and (peaks of them as^ if they were reduftive on- 
ly to the Eucharift. Mark therefore what he fays ; (o) 
Thereforeby this Meaf 4nd Dri/$k, he tpould bdve us to under ^ 
Jiaud the Society of his Body aud^ Members y that iSy the Holy 
Churchy confijting of his fredefiinatedy dud calledy and ju^ 
fiifiedy And glorified Saints and Faithful. And prefently 
after ; The 4facrament of this thing, that is, of the unity of 
the Body and Blood of Chrifi, is in fome f laces every day, in 
other f laces ufon certain days prepared upon the LqrJUs Ta^ 
hie, and received from the Loris Table \ by fome to Life, by 
fome to Dejlruifion. But the thing it felf of which it $e 
the Sacramenty is for Life to every Man, for DefiruSlion to 
no Man, whofoever he be that partakes ef it^ By which 
words it is.evident, that St. u^y^/n did not here under- 
ftand, that eating of the Flefh, and drinking of the Blood 
of Qhrifiy to which Salvation is proniiied j of facramen^ 
/if/ eating, but of being incorporated into t^ Invifi^e 
Church of Chrift : and this, becauie he lays^ The Sa

- rr 5 il Without doing great violence to our Saviour's words in this 
place, they cannot be fo undcrftood, as if he proniifcd to turn Bread 
into his Flcfli, for the Life of the World s as tficy muft fuppofe, who 
would ground the Roman Dodrine of Tranfubflantiation upon this 
place. For if fomc fuch Change were here to be underftood, it muft 
be quite contrary, vItl. a change of his tlejh into Bread > inafmuch 
as he caUs himfelf the living Breads and (ays. That the Bread nhich 
he would give was his Flejh^ that he would give for the Life of the 
World, u therefore it be inlifted upon, that the words are to be pro- 
perly underilood i and that therefore a change muft be {uppofcd, of 
one Subftance into another, it muft not be of Bread into the fubftancc 
•of Chrift's Flejh^ but of Chrifi's Flejh into the fubftance of Bread' 
which Interpretation I think no Body has ever yet been (o unrcafonable 
as to contend for. What account therefore is to be given of thefc 
words, but this. That our Saviour having hitherto purfiied a figurative 
way of (peaking, upon the ocafion /b often mentioned, went on in 
the feme way ot expreffion, to lay before them that principal Dodbrinc 
of the Gofpel, that Chrifi was to die for the Salvation of Mankind : 
which is the plain knk of giving his Flejh to he Bread for us : For 
he gdive his Flejh for the Life of the Worlds when he gave himfelf tq 
the Death for us all : And his Flefh fo given^ is Bread to us, bccaufc 
his Death is the means of our living for ever. 

And whereas Chri^ mentioned the giving of his Vlefh for the Life 
of the World, as a future Thing \ and likewife the giving of his Flejh 
to be Breads it docs not follow, that becaufe the former was to be per* 
formed upon the Crofs only,, therefore the latter was to be performed 
only in the £i^rWi/?. This, I fey. does not follow, unlefs it could

Life of the World, vnce far ally but the Spiritual Food, or Nourifti- 
ment, which his Flefh fo given fliouU afford, would be given ever" 
vicrt^ not only in the Eachatift'^ but in the whole miniftration of the 
Gcfp^l p Which holds forth the Death of Chrifi^ to be believed, and of- 
fers the bleifed Fruits and Advantages thereof to all that are difpofed to 
partake of them; 
. It is alfo, obicded againft this Interpretation, Tliat if the Dodiine 
of our Lord's Paffion, and the believing of it, be here meant > no rea-' 
fon can be given, why our Saviour ftiould fpeak in the Future Tenic^ 
The Bread which / wiB give, is my FlcCh : Since this SpiritualFood 
was no lefe given before the Incarnation and Paflion of Chrifi, than af- 
terward V For the Patriarchs lived, and were nourilhedby Faith, A«i 
therefore if (piritual eating be only intaided, Chr^ fcemed to promifc 
a new thing, which yet he had given of old : So that his Promifc is to 
be underftood, of giving his natural Flefli to be eaten, which was ne- 
ver done before the Eucharifi. This is the Cfejeaion : And a very 
ftrange one it muft needs be to him that fliall coniider, i. That our 
Saviour fpeaketh in the Future Tenfe, to the Woman of 5ii;w^^ ' 
where yet the Expreflion is acknowledged to be Figurative, and the 
meaning of it to be believing : Whofoever ikinkfth of the Water that 
J Jhall give him, fbaB never thirfi ; hut the Water that I fhallgive' 
him^ £ J^ciiCto ] fljaUbe in him a WeB, &c. Now would not this b^ 
rare arguing. Our Lord fays, / wiB give Water ; Therefore he pro- 
rnifcd fomethiug that he W never given before > therefore fgiritual 
drinking, or believing^ is not meant, becaufe the Patriarchs believed 
of old, therefore the Promifc is to be taken literally and properly > 
And yet this is that very Argument to prove the liteial fenfe in this v/r. 
But then, 2. our Lord fpeaks of the ncceffity of prefent eatjng his 
Flefli, and drinkmg his Blood, in the 53*/ and 54^6 Vcrfcs, And 
therefore the Argument ftom the Future Tenfe, to prove that he fpake 
properly of the EMchariJl^ is Lifufficient. 3. Suppofing tliat all had 
been future, and that lomething was promifed, more than had been 
formerly given •» yet it follows not that Chrifi fpake properly of the 
Eucharift^ much lels of giving his Flefli properly to be eaten there. 
For although the Fathers believed of old, y.et the Do<arine of the Pat

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iion was never dearly undcrftood by the Faithful before our Saviour's 
Time, nanor ^s yet by^his own Difciples. , Our Saviour did now and 
ihen mention it, and here he gave them fo'mc intifaiations of it, which 
they undcrftood not then fo well as they did afterwards. [See Note orf 
J^. 53.3 Himfelf {aid to them j Many Trafhets md righteam Men 
have defiuito fee tbofe things that y$ have feen, and have, not feen 
them *^ andtp bear thefe things that je beaty a»d b^ve n^ heard them, 
Matth. 13* 1 7* Md yet his I>ij(cipL6S hithertfr had attained to a very 
imtHafcd knowledg of Chrifiianiiy^ to wfeit they had afterwards, 
Altnough therefore tnc good Men of old were juftiftcd by Faith, and 
faw the Promi&s afar off, and had (bme gqieral intimations of the Go* 
Ipel \ yet whether the particular CK>jefts of our Faith, were not a new 
thing worthy of Chriff's Pronufe, I leave indiXerent Men to judg, 
- La^y. Ithasbceniaid, That the Kfatural Fk(b of Chrifi was to be 
given^ or offered upon the Crofi fidifiaitially or properly for, the Life 
^ the Worlds and therefore the fame Flcfli was to bie given vvith the 
&me propriety, to be Bread {ot us, and to be eaten by us, vtsa. in 
the Encharifi. To which I Anlwer," i. as before, That this arguing 
will conclude more than they defire who urge it. Fpr if the former 
Olaufe is to be underftood in the fame Yfcri<ibicft and propriety of 
^ords.with the latter Ckuie, then the FleOi of Ckrifi was to become 
Bread properly. For he .faid, The Bread which I ipiH givej is nrj^ 
JFtejh, But, 2. it is much more reafboable tq underlknd the giving 
af his Flejh fa ke Bread^ acccffduig to the iqeaning of this km4 9^ 
Exprcflions throughout the whole PiJcourfe : And our Adverfaries do 
aclpiowledg, that tbofe PalTages, / am the Bread i^f Ltfv ; Jfle that' 
iateth if/ this Sread^ fliaB Itve fir wfr •> that is, ^11 of this^kmdj 
fiom Vcril32, to this very Claufc In Veril 5 1. are to be nftdefiftood 
^f %irftaal eatit^, #. e, of believing. ' Siiice therefore our Saviour 
gave no manner of .intimation that be dmgeil his flile, there is more 
:refliibn to; interpret thoie words, ^ givim bis Flejh to be Breads and 
of eating hjsFlefh, and drinking nis Blood,, in a fenfe agreeable to 
that whorein eating Him is to be underAood all along before, than to 
underfland them properly, that is to fay, oi boMy eating s although 
it is theFlefli of Qirlft whidi is given to be eaten, that Flefli which

52. Upon this the "^ews diiputecf a^ 
gainft him afrefli, the greater part of 
them taking his laft words in a groft 
(enfe, as if he had promifed to give 
them his Flefli ta eat with their 
Teeth, and to fwailow it down their 
Throats,as their Forefathers had eaten 
Mannaj and as they had eaten in the 
Wildernefi the day before. And up- 
on this advantage which they thought 
they had againft him, they exclaimed 
as if he had fpoken abfurdly and in- 
humanely, and taught his Difciples 
to devour Man's Flefh.. 

«. But notwithlfending this per- 
verfe conftru£Hon of his words, Jefts^ 
did not think fit to deliver his mean« 
ing in fiich proper Expreflions as 
might avoid all the Cavils of thefe un- 
reatonable Men, but deferring for a 
while, a further explication of him- 
felf, he vehemently repeated his Do- 
arine, under fuch Exprefiions and 
figurative Speeches, as they had M^ 
therto given him jufl: occafion to ufe ; 
only-to fignify that he was to die a 
violent and bloody Eteath for the Sal- 
vation of Mankind : to that ExpreC- 
fion of eating his Flejhy b^ added a- 
nother, of drinking his Blood ; affirm- 
ing, that except they did this, thev 
muft n6t expett Eternal Life. As if 

he 
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he had laid, ^^ Except ye believe the 
*^ Merit of that Sacrifice which I 
^^ fliall offer for the Sins of the World, 
^^ and own me for your Saviour^ in 
*^ dying a painful and ignominious 
^^ Death for your fakes, andlearn Cha- 
. *^rity, and Patience, and Humility, 
^^and refignation to the Will of Gcxl, 
- ^^ by my Sufferings, ye have not SpU 

" ritual, nor fhall have Eternal Life. 

Fl 53. If it be asked, \\Tjy our Saviour ftill pcrCftcdin a figura- 
tive dpd allufive way of Expreffion, although he law their grofs, and - 
perhaps- wilful miftakc of his foraier words ? [ 'i'- 52*} It may be 
answered. That he knew good reafbii for it, though the Reafbn be not 
left iqpon Record. 'However, a probable cx>njediure ought to fuffice ii> 
iiich a Ca(e as this, where the Obi^iticni is. That no account can be 
^iven of it. I anfwer therefore, That our Lord did not think fit to 
ioretel the ignominious Death he Was to fufier upon the Crofs, fb pub- 
lickly as he foretold his Refurrcdion. Sometimes he told his Difciplcs 
that he was r^ fiff^'> ^ ^' kiikd, [ Matth. id.] •, but to odiers he 
intimated it obfjfcurely, with intention that they might afterwards re*. 
member what he faid, ratjier than that they fliould underftand it^ prc-r 
fently. But neither to the Multitude, nor tohisDirdples,.did he 
clearly fignify the ReapmszxA Ends of his Faflfion ) thifr Teeming to b& 
one of tho(e things that they coHldrntharnoiP^ but which the Com*^ 
ferter fliould reveal to them afterward. It may therefore be £ud. That 
6ur Lord did not deliver the Dodrine concerning the Death he was to 
fcfler, and the blefled Fnuts theredF to all Believers, in flich-like plain: 
Ifvords and expreflions, as Hiave endeavoured to ufe in the Paraphrafc, 
becaufir he ufed to conceal the former firom the People, and referve the 
clear manifefhtion of the latter, till after his Refurredion and Afccn-*. 
fion, when thefe Saying? would be brought to remembratfCfy and ^better 
underftood than they were at fkft. But one may ask. Why did he not 
at Icaft tell thefe Men, that thefe were fiiU but ExpreiBions offfirituat 
things, by way of aUufton to things fcMU I Ta which I anfwer^ ^ 
That he did thus explain himfelf to his Uiiciples prefentiy after, and 
that upon occafion of this grofs Miftake, [ See K. 62, 63. ] and no- 
thing 
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thing appears to the contrary, but that thi$ EKpIication was made in 
the Sy»^os;f^^ in the hearing of all. But.whclther it was fo or not, 'tis 
fufficient tor us that he explained himfclf as he did to the Difciples. 
' In the mean time, Cardmal Cajeta^s Argument, that this place 
tonnot be underftood of the Ekcbarift, bccaufe then it would inler a 
ncceility of the Peoples receiving the Caf^ is an Argument ad Homines^ 
plain and ftrong. Neither i:j it to be avoided, by pretending that 
Chrifi does not fpeak of the Species cither of Bread or Wine, but of 
the 'Things contained under them > and therefore that bccaufe whole 
Chrifi is contained under one i^W, Ac Condition of Eternal Life is 
ftilfilled, by receiving him under etther Kind : For they that receive 
him under the Species of a Wafer, or a morftl of Bread only, which 
is to be eaten, cannot with any modefly be faid to dri?di^his Blood j 
which is yet made as necciTary as cMti^ his Flc(h. We grant, .t^at 
eatinj^ and drinking being taken as figurative Exprcflions, do lignify 
the fame thing, viz^ believing h and wc fay, that believing^ when 'tis 
expreiTed by eating his Fleih, and drinking his Blood, r^crs to that 
. particular Objcd of Faith, the Death of Chrifi^ fignified by the fepa- 
nte mention of his Bodf and Bleed. But easing and drinking being 
taken properly, do not lignify the fame things If therefore our Sa- 
- viour is to be underftood properly, of receiving him in the Eucbarifij 
by eating his FkSi, and drinku% his Blood : The words are plsun, be-* 
yond all difpute, that he is to be itceived by drinking his Blood there, 
as well as by easif^ his Flejh : which fince the Church of Borne, denies 
to the Laity*, the Cardinal had good reaion not to underftand thefe 
Words of tlie Eucharift^ being concerned, as he was, to make the 
beft of all thofe Ufages which he ft)und in his Church. And yet I 
doubt this great Man hath not quite delivered that Church from all 
the Reproof tins very Text has for their Half^lommumon. For al- 
though thefe words axe not to be underAood properly of the Eacha^ 
^ift \ yet, I think, what Gmitu &ys, cannot be jrcafoiiably denied^ 
wz^ tiiat here is a l^acis jilh^on t& the Eitcharifi. And if that be 
true, the Text even thus taken, will condemn their withholding the 
. Cup from the Laity. For the Allulion muft confift in this, that, as 
accoiding to the inflitinion of ihi^Eskharifi^ the Holy Bread, and Cup, 
were fifoT'Otely taken to Ihcw forth the violent death of Chrifi •, fo in 
thefe words of eatit^ his Flejb^ and drinkff>g his Bloody the believing 
of his meritorious Death, and foUowing the example of his Pati- 
ence^ ^c. is czpicfTcd by the fefaratc mention of his Flefi and Bloody 

and 
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and therefore of eatifig the one, and drinking the other. Which allu- 
Con is. fa apt, that I Ihould not wonder, if it indincs thofe that inquire 
liio ^rther, to believe that our Saviour here foeaks of the E/tcharifi. 
ButiiiKe the feparate taking of the floly Bread, mi tl>e Holy Cup in 
the Eucharift on the one fide, aikl the. ieparate cooicioii of his Fl^ 
and BloU o«i the odvrr, \s that in which th!p AlluUon conjifts, k is ut- 
terly deftroyed by tbe pretended C$ticomitaMce^ Lc. by giving the 
Body and Blood, not as ieparated, but as iv)ited ) ck by givhig the 
Body and Blood to be eaten \ not the Flefh to be eaten, »id the Blood 
to be druuk. In fliort, as our Saviour did Sacramentally reprefcnt his 
Death, by taking the Holy Bread, and the Holy Cup, frparatcly, and 
giving them fepantcly > fo he did in words, alluding to that Sacra- 
ment, reprefcnt the fame Death, i.e. by tbe diltinS: mention of his 
Flefti ana his Blood •> and he reprefentcd alfo the neceflity of Faith in 
bis Death, under the diftind Expreflions of eatmg his Flefh, and 
driiiking hus Blood. And therefore they whft in the Encharift pretend 
to give both Kinds in one, deftroy the reafon why thefe words allude to 
the Ekcharift* But if they fey, that our Saviour here fpeaks properly 
of the Encharifi^ nothing can be mor€ evident, than that they openly 
condemn thcwStWts^ in dcnymg that to the. People, which, as they fay, 
he required in' prefer and exprcfs Tcrm^i and that is, the drinking of 
^ Blood. ' 

And in truth, they deftroy the fignificaiicy of the Sacrament, which 
is no otherwife a Reprcfentation of our Lord's Death, than as it re- 
piefents the fq>aration of his Flefli and Blood. And then I defirc 
them to tell me, how they can be faid to commemorate the Death of 
C^' j/?, by rcceiviiig a Sacrament that (hews forth the feparation of his 
Body and Blood, who . do not receive them feparated, but united ? 
St. -P^iw/ concluding the End of the Saaament, from the Inftitution of 
it, laid, wA often m ye eat this Breads and drink^this Cuf^ ye do jhevo 
the Lord's Death till he come : The Reafon whereof is exceeding^ 
plain, 1//-C, becaufe the feparation of the Blood from the Body,is fljewn^ . 
by the diftind taking of the Bread and tho Cup, to eat the one, and . 
drink jJk other. But this Reafon is fo confounded by the HalfCom^ 
munien^ and the Dodlrine of Concomitance^ that the Inftitution is not 
only contradided, but, I fear, the Sacrament is denied to them 
that receive one Kind only, and that tliey have not fo much as an 
Haif -Communion^ inafmuch as tliey do not receive a Sacrament that 
(hews the Death of Chrif:.

V. 54. Bccaufc ourXorS continues in his Speech, to make a ftparatc 
mention of his Flcfli and Blood > it foUovi^ tbit he ftill fpcaks of his 
Dteith, and the particular Dodbrinc concerning his Death, which would 
be entertained with the greatcft difficulty, viz.. that he was a Sacrifice 
firth Sins of the WarU y and therefore a Saviowr.j^ecaHji crncifiedy&c. 
The lively belief whereot is, that which our Lord means by eating his 
Fiejh^ zxAdriidiing bis Blood \ and not eatiiigand drinkmgthe Sacra^ 
tnent of his Body and Blood i which a Man may do to his condemna- 
tion. And therefore, although St. Ai^in fometimes Underftood thefe 
words of the Eacharifl^ yet he did not fb underftand them, as !l»cvcry 
one who partakes of the Eucharift, does alfo Eat the flejh^ and Drink, 
the Blood of Chrifi h for he manifeftly denied that the Wicked were 
partakers of the very Body of Chrift , tliough they partook of the 
Sacrament of his Body : And yet 'tis impoflible but they muft do the 
Qiie as well as the other, if it be true, that the proper Subftance of 

'the 
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tbe Bodyof Chrift is in the Sacxatnent, as die Church of Komi m^ 
tends.

That which 6ur Lord principally aimed at in all tliis 
Pilcourfe, was, to make his Hearers concerned in good 
earnef); for their Eternal State, which Will at firft light ,

ing fiK^fci up at the Ufi Day. Now this indeed feenied to 
be his great Defign in almoft all his Sermons and Appli- 
caffions to thePeople ; from whence we may gather this 
profitable Inftruftion, that Men were more or lefs pre-
